Austin, July 15.—State Select­ 
e e Service asked local boards to­ 
day to funnel 4,020 young Tex­ 
ans into a draft examination pool 
from which the September quota 
of 1,005 will be taken. 


The 4,020 will take examina­ 
tions in August. 
Brig. Gen. Paul L. Wakefield, 
state draft director, told the 137 
local boards by mail of their 
physical e x a m in a tio n quotas. 
These calls should be delivered 
by Monday. Processing will begin 
immediately. 
“We must keep in mind at all 
times that we are not dealing 
with selective service numbers, 
but with the sons of our neigh­ 
bors and friends,” Wakefield said 
in his letter.

ritual of making a formal decla­ 
ration of war, but the wheels of 
the selective service system are 
already in motion. The ability of 
the Texas state headquarters to 
deliver its quota is almost en­ 
tirely dependent upon the alert 
and proper functioning of the 
system at the local board level.

Little interest seems to have 
been stirred among citizens of 
Wise County by candidates as 
they enter the last week of the' 
first Democratic primary race. 
Party members are reminded 
by the county Democratic execu­ 
tive chairman that precinct con­ 
ventions will be held in the coun­ 
ty’^ voting precincts at 2 p. rn, 
Saturday, election day. 
Democrats present at that time 
will elect delegates to the county 
convention to be held in the 
courthouse the following Satur­ 
day, July 29. 
Each precinct is entitled to one 
delegate for each 25 votes, or 
major fraction thereof, cast for 
the party’s gubernatorial candi­ 
date at the last previous election 
—in this case the general election 
of 1948. 
War-worried Texans go to the 
polls next Saturday to elect a 
governor and ll other state offi­ 
cers after a campaign which so 
far has hit a new low in public 
interest. 
Allan Shivers and C’aso March, 
the two most active candidates in 
the 
race 
for 
governor, 
both 
planned

finishes — 
partly by plane — to take in a 
maximum amount of territory. 
AU candidates will concentrate on 
heavily-populated areas in their 
efforts to attract the electorate 
and get their names and faces 
known. 
The ballot will be crowded with 
names. 
There are .seven candi­ 
dates including one woman in the 
governor’s race, 12 for lieutenant 
governor, IO for three places on 
the state supreme court, eight for 
a judgeship on the court of crim­ 
inal appeals. 
Even before outbreak of th© 
Korean war, candidates reported 
tough sledding to get crowds. 
They have swarmed to conven­ 
tions, luncheon clubs, church sup­ 
pers, picnics and rodeos where 
crowds gathered anyway. 
There are an estimated 1,602,- 
599 qualified voters—half a mil­ 
lion less than the record elec­ 
torate in 1848. Political profes­ 
sionals were forecasting a prob­ 
able vote this time of between 
700,OOO and 900,000 — m a y b e a 
million at the outside. 
Shivers, seeking election to his 
first full term after stepping into 
the governorship on the death of 
Beauford ii.

Alvord Recalled 


Grandmother of State Senatorial 
Candidate Wayne Wagonseller 
Recollects Early Days in Alvord

I made 
here my first dress, a reddingote 
and skirt, light stripe-lined with 
buttons down the front; made it 
too tight, for when washed, the 
outside shrunk and burst at the 
seams. Old man Douglas called 
me a locust. 
My first little girl was born in 
Audubon. We soon moved to Al­ 
vord in order that Riley might 
w'ork as a blacksmith for the 
railroad. 
I followed the camps 
until the rails reached the pres­ 
ent site of Bellevue; then re­ 
turned home to our farm on Den­ 
ton Creek to raise chickens and

Freezing w eather need not e n d , 
the harvest in the home vegetable j 
garden. Several vegetables can be I 
left in the garden late .nto the win- j 
ter, or all winter long, and h ar­ 
vested as needed, to be thawed out 
and served. 
Kale will provide the table with 
greens all winter long. 
Brussels 
sprouts atands freezing and thaw­ 
ing in the early winter, and fre­ 
quently rem ains in good condition 
until Christmas. Parsnips which 
freezing makes sweeter, and sal­ 
sify, the vegetable oyster, can be 
dug up all winter, or dug in the 
fall, placed in paper bags, one serv­ 
ing to the bag, and stored in a box 
outdoors where they will freeze. A 
bag can be taken to the kitchen and 
thawed out when wanted. 
Kale is an evergreen m ember of 
the cabbage family with 
finely 
slashed and ruffled foliage sim ilar 
to parsley. 
Sow seeds in July for the winter 
crop, and in September for the 
spring crop. It requires the same 
culture as cabbage and cauliflower, 
and has the sam e insect pests and 
needs the sam e insecticides. rn* 
Kale is best when frozen, and has 
a delicate cabbage flavor when 
cooked. The dwarf-curled type is 
best for the sm a’’ ~-rden, and they 


should be kept growing during thA 
sim m er months by good soakings 
during dry periods. 
Endive is another leafy salad 
vegetable to sow for fall use. The 
curly type, which has finely cut 
leaves and snow-white hearts, and 
the broad leaven or escarole, should 
be started in a seed box and shaded 
lightly until the plants develop. 
As soon as the seedlings have 
made two or three leaves move 
them to their perm anent rows. It 
is even better practice to trans­ 
plant twice, setting them 2 or 3 
inches high in a shaded bed or 
cold fram e and waiting until the 
middle of August to put them in 
perm anent quarters, 
when they 
should be set out a foot apart. 
Turnips for the fall and winter 
supply 
must be 
sown in 
June 
and July. They will get a start and 
make a slow growth until the cool 
weather sets ,n and then they will 
rapidly develop fine solid roots. 
They should be sown in rows and 
thinned and then a uniform crop of 
finely shaped roots will be harvest- 
1 ed, a delight lo the eye, and of 
J the best table quality. They will 
I also furnish fine roots to exhibit at 
I the fail shows where turnips are al- 
(ways one OC the stands exh bited.
